938.000 Miners 
Are Idle Today 


New York. Apr. 3 (AP).—Seventy 
per cent of the nation’s soft coal In­ 
dustry shut down today as more 
than 300,000 m iners in the Appala- 
chain 
area 
rem ained away from 
work pending completion of negotia­ 
tions for a new contract. 
Week-end attem pts by a subcom­ 
mittee of m iners and operators to 
reach a new agreem ent to replace 
the old two-year contract th a t ex­ 
pired a t m idnight Friday were fu­ 
tile despite an urgent appeal by 
Secretary of Ijtbor Perkins. 
Tile work stoppage followed auto­ 
matically under the traditional rule 
of the United Mine Workers—“No 
contract, no work.” 
The 3,000-odd locals of the union 
were instructed to pull out all of the 
338.000 m iners affected except for 
skelton crews totaling 20,000 men 
The daily pay roll loss was estim at­ 
ed by Secretary Perkins at $1,500,000 
The shutdown affected the bit­ 
uminous industry in Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Ohio, eastern K en­ 
tucky, 
eastern 
Virginia, 
central 
Tennessee and some mines in M ary­ 
land a n d Michigan. 
Work continued under temporary 
agreem ents in other soft coal fields 
except in Alabama, where an ad­ 
ditional 20,000 m iners faced idle­ 
ness because of a deadlock over a 
new contract.. 
The shutdown was expected to 
have little im m ediate effect on in­ 
dustry, since a surplus two-mon Mi 
supply of coal is a b o v e ground. 


WANTS U. S. TO 


STUDY PROBLEMS 


OF SMALL FIRMS 


W ashington. Apr. 3 (AP)—Secre- 
j tar.v Hopkins said today a suggested
